Crash pilot ‘did 
not report issues’ 


A US jet pilot who died in a 
crash near Ely did not report 
problems with his aircraft 
over fears it would delay his 
colleagues, an investigation 
has found. 

Major Taj Sareen died 
when his FA-18 Hornet jet 
came down on October 21, 
2015. 

An accident investigation 
report has now revealed 
there was evidence his navi¬ 
gation system was “not 100 
per cent”. 

The 34-year-old told col¬ 
leagues about the issues 
but did not tell the mainte¬ 
nance team, the report said. 

The fighter plane, flown 
solo by Maj Sareen, crashed 
at Temple Farm in Redmere, 
shortly after taking off from 
RAF Lakenheath. 

In the report, the au¬ 
thor said a combination of 
“stress from wanting to get 
home” and “stress of not 
wanting to be the reason 
for an additional delay” led 
him to keep the issue from 
engineers. 

Maj Sareen, from Califor-

nia, US, was returning home 
from a six-month tour fight¬ 
ing so-called Islamic State 
in Iraq and Syria when the 
accident happened. 

The F/A-18 Hornet was 
based with the Marine At¬ 
tack Fighter Squadron 232 
stationed in California - 
known as the Red Devils. 

The report said: “The bet¬ 
ter decision would have 
been to debrief mainte¬ 
nance control about the 
problem and let them trou¬ 
bleshoot the aircraft.” 

At RAF Lakenheath Maj 
Sareen was asked whether 
he had any issues with his 
jet. He responded, the re¬ 
port states, by saying: “The 
inertial navigation system, 
but it is good.” 

When the maintenance 
controller tried to find what 
exactly was wrong, Maj Sa¬ 
reen replied: “Don’t worry 
about it, the jet is good.” 


The report also found the 
weather on the day Maj Sa¬ 
reen died had a “major im¬ 
pact” by forcing him to use 
his standby flight instru¬ 
ments. 

“If the weather conditions 
had been clear,” the report’s 
author said, “I believe Maj 
Sareen would have been 
able to adequately deal 
with the system problems/ 
failure modes of the INS 
(inertial navigation system) 
and would have been able 
to avoid impact into the 
ground.” 

A day before the crash 
part-time photographer 
Matthew Varley took a pic¬ 
ture of Maj Sareen at RAF 
Lakeheath in Suffolk. 

He said it was “heart 
wrenching” to realise it was 
the last known image of the 
pilot.

Barclay, said: “After serious 
consideration, the gover¬ 
nors chose to join the Sta¬ 
ploe Education Trust be¬ 
cause it is a local trust and 
our schools already work 
very closely together. 


“It will now be even easier 
for us to share specialist 
staff across our schools, to 
make sure that we have the 
right resources at hand to 
support the learning of our 
pupils.”

Bishop warned 
police of ‘abuse’ 


THE Bishop of Ely warned 
the Anglican church more 
than three years ago about al¬ 
leged abuse in its ranks, it has 
been claimed. 

The Right Rev Stephen 
Conway’s correspondence 
was revealed in a six-month 
Channel 4 investigation 
into the activities of john 
Symth QC, a former leader 
at the Iwerne Trust Christian 
camps, which had close links 
with the church. 

Alleged victims have 
claimed they endured vio¬ 
lent beatings at the hands 
of Smyth in the late 1970s or 
early 1980s. 

In the report the church 
admitted that by 2013 police 
had been notified about the 
alleged abuse and the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, the 
Most Rev justin Welby, was 
shown a letter written by the 
Bishop of Ely to the Bishop 
of Cape Town highlighting 
“concerns” expressed by “an 
alleged survivor”. 

A spokesperson from Ely 
Diocese told the News: “We 
have the facts on file. When 
we were made aware in 2013

we did all we could to tell the 
appropriate authorities. 

“When we received allega¬ 
tions in 2013 from a survivor 
the appropriate authorities 
were informed and both 
Cambridgeshire police, and 
the Bishop of Cape Town, 
were informed by the Bishop 
of Ely at the time. 

“Hopefully justice will pre¬ 
vail once it has been looked 
at more.” 

The Archbishop, who 
worked as a dormitory officer 
on Iwerne Trust camps in the 
late 1970s, said he was “com¬ 
pletely unaware” of the alle¬ 
gations at the time and was 
not a “close friend” of Smyth. 

A statement on behalf of 
the Archbishop read: “We 
recognise that many institu¬ 
tions fail catastrophically, 
but the church is meant to 
hold itself to a far, far higher 
standard and we have failed 
terribly. 

“For that the Archbishop 
apologises unequivocally 


and unreservedly to all sur¬ 
vivors.” 

An alleged victim said he 
grew so afraid of beatings that 
he tried to commit suicide in 
1981. The attempt prompted 
the Iwerne Trust to launch an 
investigation, and compile a 
confidential report revealed 
by Channel 4 News. 

Despite the findings, Chan¬ 
nel 4 alleges the trust did not 
inform the police and instead 
told Smyth to leave the UK. 
He went on to live in South 
Africa. 

Channel 4 News said the 
report stated: “The scale and 
severity of the practice was 
horrific.” It also described 
the beatings endured by the 
youngsters as “technically all 
criminal offences”. 

Hampshire police con¬ 
firmed investigations into 
a“senior figure at the Iwerne 
Trust,” after allegations sug¬ 
gested a Winchester College 
link.

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L ast week saw 
the news that 
Ely is to be 
trialling a new 
approach to local 
urgent medical 
care services. As 
with any pilot, we 
can't yet know the 
outcome but what 
we do know is that 
our voice has been 
heard loud and clear 
and that the raising 
of local concern over 
the reduction or 
closure of Ely Minor 
Injuries Unit (MIU) 
has, thanks to the 
efforts of so many 
individuals coming 
together, made a 
difference. 

Over the summer 
and autumn months 
just passed, fears 
were raised about 
the potential closure 
of the Ely MIU. The 
Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough 
Clinical 

Commissioning 
Group (CCG) 
went about 
meeting hundreds 
of members of 
the public, local 
representatives and 
NHS staff to gather 
opinion and review 
the operation of the 
MIU services. 

The response 
to these detailed 
consultations is the 
announcement that 
a new scheme, to 
be known as the 


'local urgent care 
scheme' (LUCS) is to 
be piloted from this 
Spring. An update 
on how this model is 
expected to work is 
due in February but 
in principle it is a 
good first step on the 
road to maintaining 
and, what's more, 
improving local 
urgent care services. 

This proposal to 
expand and improve 
rather than reduce 
or close the MIUs 
is one which I have 
been advocating and 
I am delighted is 
coming to fruition. 

The aim, 
according to the 
CCG, is to deliver 
a more 'joined- 
up, effective and 
efficient local service 
which in each case, 
takes into account 
the rural geography, 
local deprivation and 
demography'. The 
intention is to add 
GP expertise to the 
current MIU model 
which is a nurse only 
led service. 

Having GPs on 
site will broaden the 
range of patients and 
conditions which 
can be seen and 
treated locally and, 
consequently, all 
being well, reduce 
the strain on A&E 
departments. The 
pilot stage will, of 
course, inform future

decisions as to the 
best way forward. 

I am applauding 
and embracing 
this news on many 
levels. Firstly, there's 
no doubt it is great 
news for our region.

A shout out 
must go to Emma 
Watson for her 
unstinting efforts to 
raise awareness and 
also to Lis Every and 
Anna Bailey, all of 
whom gave so much 
of their time to this 
campaign.

City to host new 
mayor debate 


CANDIDATES for the first 
elected Mayor of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough will go head-to-head 
at a hustings event at Ely Ca¬ 
thedral in April. 

Ely Cathedral Business 
Group (ECBG) has arranged 
a hustings, providing an op¬ 
portunity to hear from the 
candidates and question 
their intentions and ambi¬ 
tions for the role. 

The event will take place 
on April 6. Members of the 
public are encouraged to at¬ 
tend and will be able to soak 
up the politically charged 
atmosphere with a glass of 
wine from 6.30pm, with the 
formal hustings starting at 
7pm. 

Candidates are Paul Bul- 
len, for UKIP; Rod Cantrill, 
for the Liberal Democrats; 
James Palmer, for the Con¬ 
servatives; Julie Howell, for 
the Greens; Kevin Price, for 
Labour; and Peter Dawe, 
who will be running as an 
independent. 

In November, the region

voted in favour of a deal 
which could unlock £600 
million for infrastructure, 
£100 million for housing, 
and a further £70 million for 
affordable housing specifi¬ 
cally within Cambridge. 

Conservative candidate 
James Palmer is the leader 
of East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council. He stressed 
his suitability for the role, 
not just as politician, but 
as a businessman. If given 
the top job, Cllr Palmer said 
he would represent Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough “robustly” at Westmin¬ 
ster. 

Independent candidate 
Peter Dawe has set out his 
campaign on returning 
power to the people of the 
region. He has told the News 
he would look at setting up 
a mayoral Twitter feed that 
would allow anyone to tweet 
the mayor. 

The Green Party’s candi¬ 


date Julie Howell is co-ordi- 
nator of the Peterborough 
Green Party and has worked 
as a confidence coach. 
She lives with MS and has 
worked as a disability rights 
campaigner. 

Housing and transport 
issues are front and cen¬ 
tre for Labour candidate 
Kevin Price who, as execu¬ 
tive councillor for housing 
at Cambridge City Council, 
has worked to address the 
situation in the city. 

Lib Dem candidate Rod 
Cantrill has become a recog¬ 
nisable figure in Cambridge 
for his pro-EU stance and 
campaigning around the 
City Deal, while UKIP’s can¬ 
didate, Paul Bullen, says he 
will put transparency and 
openness at the heart of his 
campaign.

County’s hoax 999 calls 
second highest in region 



NUISANCE: Hoax or inappropriate calls to the region's ambulance service can 
divert attention away from real emergencies 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE has logged the 
second highest number of hoax 
ambulance calls in the region. 

And inappropriate emergency 
calls to the region’s ambulance 
service included a rat bite, a bro¬ 
ken toe nail and a woman who 
wanted an escort home. 

New figures reveal that the East 
of England Ambulance Service 
NHS Trust (EEAST) received 312 
hoax calls between April and De¬ 
cember last year, which diverted 
time from genuine emergencies. 

Of these, 72 were in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, with a further 35 be¬ 
ing recorded in Suffolk, and 43 in 
Bedfordshire. 

This is in addition to a number of 
other calls into the Emergency Op¬ 
erations Centres (EOC) where al¬ 
ternatives to an emergency ambu¬ 
lance would be more appropriate. 

As part of the It’s Your Call cam¬ 
paign, the service is highlighting 
calls like these to make people 
think twice about calling 999. 

According to EEAST, a woman 
who needed an escort home to 
breastfeed called 999, as did a 
person saying there was too much 
traffic. A man who was bitten by a 
rat was advised to go to his GR

Appeal to help 
save poor Fella 


THE owner of a celebrity pig 
with inoperable cancer has 
started a crowdfunding web 
page to pay for his chemo¬ 
therapy 

Wildboar cross Fella 
gained 14,000 Facebook fol¬ 
lowers when he was rescued 
by Emily Keates, of Soham, 
from an Essex sausage farm 
three years. 

Last month vets at the 
Cambridge University’s Vet¬ 
erinary School discovered 
tumours all over his abdo¬ 
men and biopsy results con¬ 
firmed the worst - he has 
terminal cancer. 

Despite being initially told 
only one drug is permitted 
for pigs used as livestock, 
Emily has not given up hope 
and managed to gain access 
to a broader range of treat¬ 
ments. 

“I have signed an official 
document to state that Fella 
is a ‘pet’ pig and will never 
enter the food chain,” she 
said. 

“This means that all 
chemotherapy options are

available to him, which is 
not the case for other pigs. 

“The chemotherapy has 
not yet been priced seeing 
as he hasn’t been diagnosed 
however, I am raising mon¬ 
ey in anticipation of this 
so there isn’t a delay in his 
treatment.” 

The first £950 will be used 
to pay for a camera biopsy to 
help vets diagnose the strain 
of the disease and how to 
best treat Fella. 

Emily first noticed some¬ 
thing was wrong when Fella 
started losing his hair in No¬ 
vember, but it was only last 
month she thought some¬ 
thing seemed amiss because 
he had lost two stone. 

Since then the financial 
administrator has been 
working from home so her 
pet can sit by the radiator, 
where she can watch him 
from the sofa. 

She believes her house 


pig, who has attended 
events hosted by PETA UK 
has much more left to give 
as an advocate for animal 
rights. 

Donating £25 toward 
Fella’s treatment a fan from 
Chicago said: “I would give 
more if I could. Love you, 
Fella, and sending you and 
your mom all kinds of heal¬ 
ing love from here in Chi¬ 
cago .” 

Zarah Elliot added: “I’ve 
followed your journey with 
Fella since the beginning 
and I’m so sorry to learn of 
his illness. I hope that you 
manage to find a gentle 
treatment for him ... I’m 
honestly so sad for him and 
you.” 

Fella lives with two other 
pet pigs, 30 stone pot-belly 
‘Miss Lady’ and another 
wild boar cross, 13 stone 
‘Bobby’, who were rescued 
from a closing down farm in 
Soham.

Swans flying 
by wires...

IMPROVED measures are being 
taken to reduce the number of 
swans flying into overhead power 
lines. 

Each year thousands of swans 
migrate to the Ouse Washes to es¬ 
cape snow and ice covering their 
breeding grounds, but too often fly 
into pylon cables causing unneces¬ 
sary deaths and injury. 

WWT Welney Wetland Centre 
and UK Power Networks are work¬ 
ing together to identify areas where 
action can be taken to protect im¬ 
portant roosting sites for wild 
Whooper and Bewick’s swans. 

Leigh Marshall, centre man¬ 
ager at WWT Welney, said: “Swans 
change the sites that they feed at 
throughout the winter season, as 
new sources of food become avail¬ 
able. This in turn alters where they 
come in to roost, so the partner¬ 
ship between WWT Welney and 
UK Power Networks is of long-term 
importance, as the flight patterns 
of swans shift across our area.” 

The swans also make use of ar¬ 


able land surrounding the Ouse 
Washes, which provides vital 
feeding grounds to keep the birds 
fuelled up through winter. 

Flocks can often be seen feeding 
in fields on the left-overs from har¬ 
vesting sugar beet, potatoes and 
cereals. 

This means that at least twice a 
day the swans make the journey 
from one site to the other by the 
most direct route possible. 

Line route planner for UK Power 
Networks Kevin Pettit said: “We 
work closely with WWT Welney to 


identify flight routes that are ex¬ 
periencing problems each season 
and install bird flight diverters to 
help prevent birds flying into pow¬ 
er lines. 

“More bird flight diverters are 
being installed in priority areas 
this month. The latest bird divert¬ 
ers have spinning reflectors, with 
glow-in-the-dark panels, which 
makes them more visible for a time 
after dusk, when swans are more 
likely to collide with power lines.” 

UK Power Networks has also 
identified sections where replace¬ 


ment of the lines with new covered 
wires will benefit bird-life and im¬ 
prove the reliability of electricity 
supplies. 

Areas where UK Power Networks 
has carried out trials using the new 
covered wires, around Welney, 
have shown a reduction in birds 
flying into the lines (as they are 
slightly more visible to the birds) 
and a reduction in power cuts. 

The proposed new sections are 
being surveyed, ready for work to 
start as soon as UK Power Networks 
can gain access to the farmland.

From digging and preparing the hole to watering and giving the sapling protection, it may seem like a 
lot of hard work but it will pay wonderful dividends for your family now and for generations to come 


BLOSSOM 


Grove your own, 
and watch them 


T REES are the backbone of 
any garden - and a truly 
powerful presence. They are 
the unchallenged giants of 
horticulture. Planting your 
own sapling and watching it grow 
into a magnificent tree is an amazing 
thing to do. 

You can't beat the tremendous 
sound of their leaves rustling in the 
wind, and their beauty will enhance 
your garden, whatever the season. 

But there are some common 
pitfalls that could see your sapling 
bite the dust before it reaches the sky. 

The best time to plant is between 
October and April, as long as the 
ground is not frozen. Before you get 
your roots into the ground, you need 
to do some careful preparation. 

First off, loosen soil down to as 
deep as the rootball will sit, and do so 
over a wide area to improve the 
drainage post-planting. A square 
metre or so should do the job. 

If soil quality is poor, dig some 
well-rotted compost in. 

Experts no longer advise digging a 
hole, put the tree in and fill with 
compost. Instead, it is better to return 
the original soil that has been 
removed from the hole, because 
compost could compress and make 
the tree sink as it decomposes. 

Your aim is to use some fresh 
compost to create a comfy cushion 
that will be easy and nutritious for 
the new roots to grow into. 

If your planting area is likely to be 
waterlogged over winter, make sure 
you choose a tree that is suitable for 
wet soils, such as birch or willow. 
Otherwise you will need to build a 
small mound for the tree to keep it 
above the water table - or install 
drainage beneath it, which can be a 
headache. 

Don't dig a round planting hole. It 
might sound counterintuitive but a 
square hole has been shown to 
encourage the roots to explore 
outwards far better. 

By loosening the surrounding soil 
prior to planting, you will be giving 
your sapling the best chance. 

The hole should be no deeper than 
the roots but at least three times the 
diameter of the root system. 


Then backfill the hole carefully 
trying to avoid creating air pockets 
between roots. Firm in gently, using 
the heel of your boot to avoid 
compacting. 

Now it is in the ground you can 
give yourself a pat on the back. But 
aftercare is equally important. 

If necessary, protect it from deer or 
rabbit damage using purpose-built 
tree guards or chicken wire. Be sure 
to water your sapling well - and 
regularly - after planting it. 

Drought stress is a common killer 
of young trees and by the time you 
can see the effect, the tree is already 
damaged. 

The soil may look damp on top but 
be dry around the roots beneath, so 
be mindful. And it is possible to 
over-water too. If in doubt, dig a 
trowel into the soil and check that it 
has started to dry before watering 
again. 

Greedy weeds, your lawn and other 
plants will intercept the water before 
it gets to your sapling. So keep a 
plant-free circle of around two feet 
from your tree stem in all directions 
- about the size of a hula hoop, which 
is a good way of measuring it. 

Mulch can keep weeds out and 
moisture in but leave about four 
inches clear around the trunk to 
avoid the risk of the bark rotting. 

You may also want to put down 
some weed blocking matting as a 
back-up. 

Check the tree ties in spring and 
autumn to be sure they are not 
constricting the plant. 

After a year or two, you can remove 
the stake and fill in the hole to 
prevent an air pocket. 

Follow these steps and your 
delicate little sapling will turn into a 
mighty garden feature that will last 
through the ages for you and your 
family. 

All in all, it's a beautiful investment 
in your garden and nature. 


Bare-rooted trees should be soaked 
in a bucket of water for at least 30 
minutes before planting. 

Containerised trees should have a 
good watering before being removed 
from the pot. 

Container shrubs may have a 
densely packed rootball. If so, gently 
tease the roots out before planting. 


The top roots should be level with the 
soil surface when you are done. 

With container-bound trees, you 
may need to scrape away the 
compost to find the first flare of roots 
on the tree. Plant level with the 
garden soil. 

For bare-root trees, you should see 
a soil mark on the trunk. This is your 


marker and the tree should go no 
deeper. Planting too deeply reduces 
air movement to the roots and will 
encourage disease. It's a good idea to 
give your new tree some support. 

Hammer your stake in before filling 
the hole - and watch out for the 
roots. An old pair of socks or tights 
makes a great tree tie.

A THIS does happen, especially in 
some local authority parks and 
playing fields, but it's better not to. 
Grass clippings can clog up the grass 
and prevent rain from getting into the 
soil. Best give your lawn a good rake 
afterwards to remove cuttings and 
moss and aerate the soil. It makes 
brilliant compost but tends to com¬ 
pact, especially if wet. So be sure to 
mix it all into the heap thoroughly.

T WO family cars have been 
crash tested to mark the 20th 
anniversary of a European 
safety scheme. 

A 1997 Rover 100 and a 2017 
Honda Jazz were put through a 
head-on collision at 40mph to 
demonstrate the advances in safety 
since the Euro New Car Assessment 
Programme (NCAP) was launched 
in February 1997. 

Former Formula One boss Max 
Mosley, the first chairman of Euro- 
NCAF) said "thousands of fatalities" 
have been prevented as a result of 
its introduction. 

The Rover had no airbags to 
protect crash test dummies in its 
passenger seats during the test, 
which destroyed the front of the 
vehicle. 

The model was given a one-star 
rating when it was first tested 20 
years ago, and was withdrawn from 
sale just months later. 

There was much less damage 
to the modern Honda, which had 
airbags deployed throughout the 
interior of the car. It was rated five 
stars for safety. 

Thatcham Research, which hosts 
the UK's only Euro-NCAP testing 
facility in Thatcham, Berkshire, said 
safety improvements fuelled by 
rigorous testing have delivered a 63 
per cent reduction in the number 
of car occupants killed or seriously 
injured each year, from 23,000 in 


1997 to 8,500 in 2015. 

Over the same period the 
number of pedestrians and cyclists 
killed or seriously injured annually 
has fallen by 41 per cent, from 
14,500 to 8,500. 

Manufacturers initially opposed 
Euro-NCAF) claiming it was too 
strict and that no car could ever 
achieve a four-star rating. 

Today nine out of 10 cars sold in 
Europe hold a Euro-NCAP rating. 

Mr Mosley said: "Twenty 
years on from what started as a 
controversial programme, rejected 


by manufacturers and supposedly 
aiming for unrealistic safety 
standards, Euro-NCAP is now firmly 
part of the automotive mainstream. 

"Thousands of fatalities have 
been prevented, consumer demand 
for safety is high, manufacturers 
compete on safety rating results and 
vehicle safety standards continue to 
improve." 

AA president Edmund King 
recalled his horror at witnessing a 
Rover 100 being tested 20 years 
ago. 

He told the Press Association: 


"These tests were dramatic. The 
Rover 100 was described as having 
improved safety features - it had 
side impact bars and an optional 
driver airbag - but my first sight of 
the car after the frontal crash test 
made me shake and feel sick. 

"Even today looking at the 
pictures of the half-squashed Rover 
makes me feel uneasy." 

Mr King said the introduction 
of Euro-NCAP has led to safety 
improvements as significant as 
those brought about by seatbelts 
and breathalysers.
